Two Thousand. People Delayed on

COLORADO SPRINGS, July

More than 2,000 people and four possen*

He threw rocks at the bear and 
fired blank cartridges at the jaguar to 
<ecp them from escaping. The animal 
rawled under the car and during tbo 
efforts to drive, it into an other cage, 
Bennett received his injuries. The ani- 
nal was finally driven into a small cage, 
jut before the door could be closed, tho 
train started and the jaguar again leap- 
ed for liberty.

Lasting For Ten Seconds 


Early This Morning. 


PEOPLE AWAKENED 


FROM SOUND SLEEP 


Tremors Heavier Than Those Ex- 


perienced Last Year-Professor 


of Bowden Assigns Possible 


Cause. 


PORTLAND, Me,, July 15.—An earth- 


quake shock affecting a large portion of 
Maine occurred at 5.10 a. ni., today and 
waa noticeable for about ten seconds. It 
was .said to have been more severe than 
the shocks of March 21, 1904 which oc- 
curred about 1 a. m. Today's trembling 
awoke many people from sound slumber. 
It was reported from Bangor to Kittery 
and from above Farmington to the coast 
at Rocklnnd and seemed most severe in 
central Maine, and practically at Augus- 
ta and Waterville. 


Two shocks were felt in 
Brunswick, 


Thomaston and some other places, the 
second being more severe than the first. 
In the vicinity of Portland a rumbling 
noise accompanied the shock, being heard 
perceptibly by Captain Gilbert M. Dons- 
mage of the Portland observatory, who 
became familiar with earthquakes while 
living in Mexico. The. state prison at 
Thomaston was shaken but no damage 
was done, there or in any section of the 
state. 


Reports indicate that the shock v.:as 


not felt west of Xewhampshire. 


Biddford, Pace and Old Orchard, also 


noticed the shock at ^:0o this morning. 
The earth trembled and there was a 
sound like' distant thunder. The convul- 
sion was of but a few seconds duration. 


At Bangor there was one long rum- 


ble which rattled dishes and shook win- 
dows. 


ASSIGN'S POSSIBLE CAUSE. 


State Geologist Leslie A. Lee of Bow- 


den college said as far as he could judge 
the tremulous agitation passed from east 
to west at 5:10 o'clock and wns between 
seven and ten seconds in duration. There 
U no instrumental Bowden for registering 
the velocity and strength of the concus- 
sion. Prof. Lee said it was one of those 
shocks which is caused by the slipping of 
rock on the side of n fissure at some con- 
siderable depth, probably two or three 
miles, as a result 
of 
long continued 


strain. It could have been stimulated 03' 
an explosion of some kind.

Now comes along this Professor Jnmcn 


who in a lecture before students of the 
University of Chicago took the ground 
that higher education among other things 
was impartial and tended just as strongly 
to develop the criminal wherever criminal 
tendencies were dormant in cnrly life. 
It is not an entirely new thing to assert 
that education did not necessarily ef- 
face evil, because education all along the 
line in some things, did not always evoke 
the moral qualities, and school methods 
as practiced produced in some minds an 
antagonistic feeling. This professor takes 
decided ground that education, that is 
higher education presumably does not 
change the criminal characteristic and 
cited" examples of law breakers turned 
out by the universities, intimating that 
'••pedagogues were conducting schools of 
crime and furthering the reign of vice." 


The professor made his meaning very 


clear and left nothing for doubt in his 
statement that "Fifty years 
ago the 


Bchools were supposed to free us from 
crime and all forms of unhappincss and 
evil. 
V>> do not indulge in any 


sanguine hopes at present, for the schools 
and' colleges merely aggravate the cviU 
instead of curing them. It is true that 
higher education has freed us from the 
more brutal form of crime but the very 
education itself has put even 
meaner 


crimes in our way.''

By noon 
the weather bureau reported that all of 
last week's records had been passed and 
that the mercury registered 00. In the 
strcvfcs, about the buildings and pave- 
ments the mercury rose much higher 
than this figure.

ied by much less moisture than last 
week's 
temperatures. 
The humidity 


during the hottest part of the day was 
52 degrees. 


For the past two days Racine has

PORTLAND, Me., July 15.—An earth- 


quake shock affecting a large portion of 
Maine occurred at 5.10 a. m., today and 
was noticeable for about ten seconds. It 
was said to have been more severe than 
the shocks of March 21, 1904 which oc- 
curred about 1 a. m. Today's trembling 
awoke many' people from sound slumber. 
It was reported from Bangor to Kittery 
and from above Farmington to the coast 
at Rockland and seemed most severe in 
central Maine, and practically at Augus- 
ta and Waterville. 


Two shocks were felt in 
Brunswick, 


Thomaston and some other places, the 
second being more severe than the first. 
In the vicinity of Portland a rumbling 
noise accompanied the shock, being heard 
perceptibly by Captain Gilbert M. Dons- 
mage of the Portland observatory, who 
became familiar with earthquakes while 
living in Mexico. The state prison at 
Thomaston was shaken but no damage 
was done there or in any section of the 
state. 


Reports indicate that the shock was 


not felt west of Newhainpshire. 


Biddford, Sace and Old Orchard, also 


noticed the shock at 5:05 this morning. 
The earth trembled and there was a 
sound !ike'distant thunder. The convul- 
sion was of but a few seconds duration1. 


At Bangor there was one. long rum- 


ble which rattled dishes and shook win- 
dows. 


ASSIGNS POSSIBLE CAUSE. 


State Geologist Leslie A. Lee of Bow- 


den college said as far as he could judge 
the tremulous agitation passed from east 
to west at 5:10 o'clock and was between 
seven and ten seconds in duration. There 
is no instrument at Bowden for registering 
the velocity and strength of the concus- 
sion.

Morning Captured. 


FOU3J BULLETS FIRED 


IN EXCITING CHASE 


Hone of Tliem Took Effect—One Pris- 


oncx- 1'ormer Employe of Firm, 


Bat Habits Caused

The surmise of Chief of Police Pfister 


and his men that Moore had made for 
Corliss proved correct. This afternoon 
Deputy 
Sheriff Thomas Burns sent a 


message to the police office that ho had 
captured a man answering 
exactly 
to 


the 
description 
of 
Moore.. Officers 


Harms and George immediately took a 
train for Corliss. Later a message came 
that the man was without a 
doubt 


Moore. The officers .brought him in at 
3 o'clock and he wns taken to jail and 
immediately recognized as Moore. The 
young fellow, after escaping from the 
police went directly west and 
never 


stopped until he reached Corliss. It was 
his suspicious 
actions 
that gave him 


away and the deputy sheriff, who was 
closely watching, nabbed him. 


A telephone message from Corliss to 


the Journal states that the man had a 
gun on his person when captured and 
wore a slouch hat, having got the.hat 
from some- person he met on the road. 
He admitted he was the person wanted, 
both to Deputy Burns and the police- 
men, and that his name was Harry 
Moore. 


When put in the sweat box by Chief 


Pfister Moore admitted that he and Hunt 
burglarized the Wibbert store, the latter 
gaining the entrance first. He said he 
was ready to plead guilty e'o any time. 


'Alfred Hunt, a boilermaker 23 years 


old, occupies a cell at the county jail on 
charge of burglarizing the 
City 
Drug 


store, at an early hour this morning. His 
partner, supposed to be Frank Moore, 
a printer from Covington, Ky., aged 22 
years, escaped. There were exciting inci- 
dents in connection with the ' robbery, 
policemen firing four shots at the two 
men as they ran and a long chase fol- 
lowed, resulting in the capture of Hunt 
by'Policeman DeRyke, at the interjection 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway tracks and Ninth, street. 


HABITS CAUSED DISCHARGE. 


Young Hunt was a resident of Racine 


'three years ago and he was employed at 
the City Drug store, having been let out 
because Mr. Spencer discovered that lie 
•was addicted to the liquor habit, helping 
himself to ale and whiskey kept in the 
cellar. After this he worked at the Case 
T. M. Co., and Freeman & Sons Manufac- 
turing plant. His father having moved 
to Mansfield, Ohio, the young man went 
there and worked in the grocery store 
purchased by the parent. 


Yesterday Hunt came to tho city from 


Chicago on the Goodrich Transportation 
company boat. With him was.another 
young man whom he says was Frank 
Moore, a printer from 
Covington, Ky. 


Knowing a. great many friends here he 
nnd Moore went around and became in- 
toxicated. They visited the drug store 
where Moore bought some 
perfumery. 


Hunt passed the time of day with Mr. 
Spencer o,nd talked about bo3^s who for- 
merly worked in the store with him and 
then they left. 


BOBBERY CARRIED OUT. 


Once outside, Hunt states that Moore 


suggested robbing the store and they 
planned the robbery. Shortly after 2 
o'clock they climbed into the rear yard 
of the store; broke out a light of glass 
nnd opened the door, passing to tlie in- 
side. They went through every drawer 
in the store, in search of money and then 
robbed the cash register of 05 cents in 
pennies; 65 cents in dimes and nicklcs 
and secured a number of old coins, half 
dollars and quarters; they took two half 
pint bottles of perfumery; several toilet 
articles, tooth paste and it is-believcd 
cigars. 


Leaving the store the same way they 


came in they stopped in the rear and di- 
yided that plunder was secured. 


STARTED TO ESCAPE. 


Hunt and Moore sneaked along south 


on Lake avenue to the corner of Seventh 
street and Lake . avenue. Policeman 
Crangle spied them and did not like their 
actions and watched them closely. He 
walked to Main and Sixth street and 
then to a dark place in the shadows of 
St. Luke's church. The two 
suspects 


came down Main street to Sixth and lo- 
cated Officer Brinkman who was just 
pulling a box at Main nnd Monument 
Square. Then they ran back and attempt- 
ed to enter St. Luke's church. 
Officer 


Crangle stepped out and went after the 
fellows. 


street and also went west and soon'both 
were lost sight of. 
' 


SEARCH FOR MEN. 


Chief of Police Pfister was called and 


notified 
of the circumstances. In ' the 


meantime Night Watchman Bell had in- 
vestigated and found that the drug store 
was robbed and it was also found that 
one of the fleeing men had dropped two 
bottles of perfumery on Sixth street and 
that the other lost his hat in the flight. 


All available' men of the department 


were put on the case. 
Some of them 


searched the' depots and along the rail- 
way tracks and others went west as far 
as Corliss with n horse and buggy. 


Officer DsRyke took a course up the 


tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee &, St. 
Paul railway as far as the Junction de- 
pot. 
On the way back he saw a man 


waking west and surmised it was the 
party wanted. 
Grabbing the suspect he 


said, "You arc under arrest," Without 
a 
word the follow submitted, handed 


over. a. revolver, all the money he hnd, 
which 
embraced the 
pennies, nickels, 


dimes and old coins taken from the drug 
store. He admitted that he broke into 
the store and said that his name was Al- 
fred Hunt, formerly an employe in the 
drug store, and that he had lived hero 
a number of years. He was taken to 
the jail and locked up. 
Officers out af- 


ter the other man, without hat, failed 
to hind him, although they'traced him 
as far west as Corliss. In the .mean- 
time Watciman Hyde described the hat 
found to Mr. Spencer and he at once 
identified it as the same pattern worn 
by Hunt and his partner who had visit- 
ed the store during tile afternoon and he 
also identified the perfumery stolen., 


WHAT HUNT SAYS. 


This, morning Hunt was seen at the 


jail. As the writer was well acquainted 
with him he talked freely and admitted 
being implicated in the robbery and said 
that he would plead guilty to the charge, 
but 
gave as an excuse that 'he was 


drunk and 
that 
his partner 
Moore; 


planned the job, actually breaking open 
the place and that he simply followed. 


Hunt said that lie was born in Mans- 


field, Ohio, where he was raised, his age 
being 22 years. Severn! years ago his 
parents moved here and he was employ- 
ed in the City Drug store, at the Case 
T. M. Co. nnd Freeman & Sons. He 
laid groat stress on the fact'that his 
reputation for honesty was good' and 
that when he left the city he owed not 
a 
cent, and had a good 
nsimo. After 


leaving here he went to Mansfield and 
worked in his father's grocery store, he 
having left previous to that time. Ho 
next lived in Chicago and other cities 
working at his trade- of boiler maker. 


HOW HE MET MOORE. 


On July ,2d he-left Chicago 'for Madi- 


son, Wis., to search for work. On the 
train he met a young man who said he 
was Frank Moore of Covington, Ky. 
They traveled to Madison and remained 
there. A large number of burglaries 
were committed in this town, but Hunt 
denied that ho or his. partner had any- 
thing to do with them. They were in 
Janesville and other Wisconsin cities, al- 
ways looking for work, never doing any- 
thing crooked. Eventually they brought 
up in Chicago and yesterday afternoon 
came to Racine on the boat and meeting 
so many of his friends he and his part- 
ner became drunk. The burglary wns 
suggested by Moore, who broke in the 
door and he followed. The chase by the 
officers was described and 
the 
young 


man admitted he was scared 
half 
to 


death and that he thought a dozen shots 
were fired at him. After he escaped he 
went to the round house and got a drink 
of water. When the officer grabbed him 
on the railway track he snid that he 
readily gave up. He claimed it was the 
first time he ever took pnrt in a. Vob- 
bery and was never arrested before. So 
fnr'ns he knew his partner was not a 
burglar or crook, that he played consid- 
erable poker, but that wa.s all and he 
only know what Moore told him, that he 
was a printer from Covingtoiij Ky. Hunt 
snid he knew he wns up against it and 
was willing to plead guilty, but that his 
former good name ought 
to 
in some 


sense mitigate hi.s punishment. 


WAS HERE BEFORE. 


It was reported that Hunt was in the 


city last week and that he might have 
known something about the burglary ol 
the south side drug store. Ho denied 
that he was here last week, but admitted 
he was in the city last month, that he 
simply came up to visit friends on the 
west side to take dinner with a Mr. Jen- 
sen. He emphatically denied that he 
knew anything about the recent series 
of burglaries here, in fact stuck to the 
claim that the drug store was his onlj 
job. He said that had he been sober he 
would not have been implicated in this 
robbery.

Let us tell the truth. The depart- 


ments arc filled to overflowing with hun- 
dreds 
and thousands of employes, the 


result of decades of persistence? of con 
gressmcn, senators and other higher olli 
cials, and. the result is all bureaus are 
overloaded and but for this useless doc- 
ument and letter writing business and 
the furnishing of stuffy and often utter- 
ly unnecessary reports, many employes 
would perforce have nothing to do. The 
thing clearly to do is to cut at the roots 
asi the president advises, and that furth- 
er rooting fan be done, when a start ia 
made, the president is well aware only 
he cannot just startle the beauroerats 
too much at first. Jte will as it., is, if 
hn persists, have congressmen and sena- 
tors at bis heels, for they must realize 
if things are cut down in the depart- 
ments, with the 
materially lessened 


work, there will be employes let out by 
the hundreds. 


But bureau after bureau continues to 


bo added and perhaps congress would by 
organizing additional departments take 
care of the ones let out. something sure 
to happen if the president hiis his way. 
Tiie census bureau was added only a 
couple of years ago. furnishing employ- 
ment to many new people and the de- 
partment of labor and commerce is now, 
also giving work to many, and 
that 


these people be kept busy the country 
is ransacked from one end to the other, 
and the collection of immense masses of 
statistics scarcely looked at afterwards 
beinsr printed, continues. It i.-> necessar}- 
oven that information be dema-uded from 
citizens essentially private in its charac- 
ter, and the insentiate maw of govern- 
ment curiosity to gratify the public 
printers and the proof readers never 
ceases. It is therefore reasonably cer- 
tain if President Roosevelt is able to in- 
troduce needed reformations in the de- 
partments, that the eil'ect will be, to 
make room for new bureaus. But luok- 
ia£T iit the thing in this manner neu" bur- 
eaus will just the same be. advocated in 
congress and in the reports perhaps of 
cabinet members, so that it is very pos- 
sible President Koosevelt in his instruc- 
tions to the bureaus of the government 
may be the means, of at least preventing 
the acquisition of several thousands of 
additional names even though 
those 


made useless by the economy ordered, 
may be continued in other ways, which 
most likely would be the case. 


But it is worth very much to the coun- 


try to Tiavo a chief executive who in his 
earnest desires to institute needed re- 
formations, still runs up square against 
obstacles many honest legislators have 
found to be the case with them. But 
still ho makes* an impre&sion, is able here 
and there to accomplish a great good 
and in his efforts clears away ground 
that later on well meaning national leg- 
islators can take advantage of. When a 
president evinces nn earnestness, is so 
intelligent in presenting his views, it can 
not be doubted, but that a decided good 
is being brought about* 


FAVORED TJprEHESTS. 


The favoritism shown the powerful 


Standard Oil corporation is hardly to be 
denied for with the complaint testified to 
by a western man ho was compelled to 
give up his oil business because the Mis- 
souri Pacific and allied line refused to 
transport his shipments consigned to men 
who handled and sold oils produced by 
independent producers, conies other com- 
plaints of a similar nature. The intor- 
stato commerce commission 
now 
has 


complaints before it from Port Arthur, 
Texas, alleging the Louisville and Nash- 
villo, the Illinois Central and certain 
other railroad* are in a combination with 
the Standard, by which this latter is 
given freight rates so much lower that 
tho complainants are unable to secure a 
profitable market. One process by which 
the independent . oil 
men 
are 
being 


skinned is that of the railroads making 
rates on oil.bound south lower than the 


rates on oil bound north, this natural! 
barring out the oil producers of Kansas 
Texas and other places. 


This Sort of thing again gives point to 


tho proposition that the government am 
state should exercise control in 
such 


manner that, on complaint of shipper or 
receiver who generally pays the freight 
all unjust rates should at once upon rea 
sonable proof be set aside, also, on com 
plaint of rebates being given or unfai 
discriminations, such be set aside anc 
suspcndod until the roads involved can 
prove their case. Further absolute .proo 
on complaint should not be required be 
cnusc this is naturally impossible, bu 
the commission, national or state upon 
complaint at once institute an exnmina 
tion at the expense of the government or 
state, and pending inquiries -stop th 
rebate, the preferential or discrimina 
tion. President Roosevelt on this heac 
emphatically says the temporary revisec 
rnte should take immediate effect, nn<" 
this of course meaning any official order 
correcting some wrong. 


The Chicago Tribune thus 
describes 


how things are done in referring to the 
above complaint. It says: 


"The rates on south bound oil are low 


to help the Standard. Those on nort.T 
bound oil nre high, to harm its competi 
tor. The Port Arthur refinery pays nt 
the rnte oi»41 cents per 100 pounds from 
New Orleans to Chicago, 30 cents to Gin 
cirinati, and 35 to Louisville.

.strict proposition of municipal owner- 
ship and management by the municipnl- 
itv, and openly said there was a lot of 
poppycock ciinct-alod in this public own- 
ership business, rather public manage- 
ment, because the public owned nil this 
before it proceeded to give it away to 
corporations. 


Now the program of this flavor Dunne 


is to do that which all cities should do 
in the first place, that is retain the ex- 
clusive ownership and control and lease 
out on strict terms the operation of the 
utility. So his present plan is for Chi- 
cago to provide for the organization of 
it corporation which is to be managed by 
five men who shall have the confidence of 
the people. This corporation ia to be 
given a franchise for twenty years to 
operate, on the streets released by ending 
of franchises and those to soon termi- 
nate, the mileage being estimated at 240 
miles. 
This corporation will have its 


capital stock necessary to successfully 
operate but however, it is not expected 
any bonds will be sold. Then the plan 
contemplates tho deposit of this stock 
with a trust compani' selected by the 
board of directors, the object being to 
prevent outsiders from getting hold of 
any of tho stock which by the way is to 
he sold by popular subscription. 
An- 


other provision is that at any time the 
city shall so wish, it may take over nil 
of the property at nn appraised valua- 
tion. 


This is of course only the practical re- 


pudiation of the pro 
convention and 


campaign promises. It is a distinct avoid- 
mce of the main thing, the operation of 
the street car systems by the. city of 
Chicago itself, for be it noticed Mayor 
Dunne declares absolute municipal own- 
ership and operation is not practical just 
now. 
But he did not say this during the 


campaign. Not at all. His vociferous- 
ness was not lessened by any if's or and's, 
he declared for municipal operation of 
the city street railroads, which he now 
says is out of the question. But of whn.t 
thinness our reformers are made. Of 
what pretenses and shams.

AS TO HIGHER EDUCATION. 


Now comes along this Professor Jamei 


who in a lecture before students of the 
University of Chicago took the grounc 
that higher education among other things 
waa impartial and tended just as stronglj 
to develop the criminal wherever crimina 
tendencies were dormant in early life 
It is not an entirely new thing to assert 
that education did not necessarily ef 
face evil, because education all along the 
line in some things, did not always evoke 
the moral qualities, and school methods 
as practiced produced in some minds an 
antagonistic feeling. This professor takes 
decided ground that education, that is 
higher education presumably does no! 
change the criminal characteristic cine" 
cited examples of law breakers turnec 
out by the universities, intimating that 
"pedagogues were conducting schools o! 
crime and furthering the reign of vice." 


The professor made his meaning very 


clear and left nothing for doubt in his 
statement that "Fifty years ago the 
schools were supposed to free us from 
crime and all forms of unhappincss and 
evil. 
We do not indulge in any such 


sanguine hopes at present, for the schools 
and colleges merely aggravate the evils 
instead of curing them. It is true that 
higher education, has freed us from the 
more brutal form of crime but the very 
education itself has put even 
meaner 


crimes in our way." 


This is a. strong indictment, this charge 


that "our educational institutions in- 
crease crime by 
developing intellects 


ivhich, in, many cases have criminal ten- 
dencies." But it is not improbable. Let 
our whole system be leveled directly upon 
the problem of best arriving nt the best 
there is in our young natures removing 
in every way. nny factors in education 
that do not tend to develop the moral 
nature in man nnrl- woman. Brit that edu- 
cation especially higher education might 
not well develop tho mind tainted with 
criminalism tendencies, just ns well as 
the mind not so directed, is not only 
the idea of this professor but of others 
who have been close observers. Can this 
be eradicated, might naturally bo 
the 


qiierry. Perhaps not, so long ns human 
nature and our infirmities remain as at 
present, but with specialized efforts and 
alterations in methods it is possible to 
:*astly more awake and encourage the 
better natures within us.

The report was in due 
time made public and its verdict is tha 
oysters, shell or meat, can not convej 
typhoid fever.

orders or associations, then in the re- 
verse, municipalities may equally pro- 
ceed to untax property owned by those 
not members. If the municipality may 
not employ citizens unless members of 
unions, then as well the municipality be 
forbidden to collect taxes from citizens 
nonunion as it were. If all citizens pay 
taxes properly assessable they certainly 
all possess equal rights to any city em- 
ployment and may not be discriminated- 
against. Again whether paying taxes or 
not nil citizens alike have and possess 
the same equal lights to city employ- 
ment.

The dividend payments for the July

To Remove Kerosene.—When kerosene

The odor will probably linger 
longer.

throw them into cold water. When cool 
remove the shells, cut the eggs'in half 
carefully and extract, the yolks. Rub 
these to a powder with the back of a 
spoon and add to them pepper and salt 
to taste, n little melted butter to make 
the mixture into a smooth paste. If ham 
is not at hand any other cold meat 
will do, and either anchovies or anchovy 
paste may be used. Make the compound 
into balls about the size and shape of the 
yolks and restore them to their place 
between the two cups of the whites. Keep 
these in place by wrapping them in sev- 
eral thicknesses of tissue paper, folded 
square, the ends fringed out and twisted 
close to the egg. Line a basket with 
green leaves or grasses and pile the eggs 
in this.

CONCEALED WEAPONS AND PUBLIC 


OVIMON. 


Chicago Record-Herald: In Italy, the 


"Classic land of homicide," tlie concealed 
weapon that docs the mischief is the 
knife—"the accursed knife," as one Ital- 
ian penologist unceasingly describes it. 
liaron Garofalo, professor o' criminal 
statistics in the University of Naples, at- 
tributes the knife habit and the whole 
vendetta system to an ineradicable dis- 
trust rt the impartiality 'of the law. 


Because of this distrust, public opin- 


ion—or, one might better say, public in- 
stinct—has been strongly in favor of 
the right of each man to take the law 
into his own haiid. Of late, however, 
owing to the horrors of the high homi- 
cide rate, a more intelligent public opin- 
ion has formed and is rapidly increasing 
in strength. The London Lancet men- 
tions a number of projects of law against 
"stabbings" which the 
Italian govern- 


ment is considering, and says that it is 
probable that a commission of experts 
in anatomy, surgery, psychology, crimi- 
nal psychiatry, jurisprudence and crim- 
inology will be appointed to report upon 
the best methods of relieving Italy of 
its shame and danger. One significant 
bill proposes to permit only specified 
forms of knives to be sold under govern- 
ment sanction and to be legitimately 
carried by individuals.

to bring the magistrates to a realizing 
sense of their duty.

as Police Commissioner McAdoo and 
District Attorney Jerome of New York 
and Governor Folk of Missouri—to men- 
tion only the names tlmt first occur— 
have been strongly in sympathy with it.

The court finds the state is entitled to 


recover from each of these roads $10,000, 
aa these lines admitted they had incor- 
rectly filed their reports of gross earn- 
ings made to the state for the year 1902. 
The same statute provides for a separate 
penalty for each year this incorrect re- 
ports were filed. 


The stnte still has an action against 


these roads to recover penalties upon the 
reports of earnings which they made for 
1303. The state has penalty suits also 
against the Wisconsin Central road, the 
Green Bay and Western, the Chicago 
Burlington and Quincy and Illinois Cen 
trnl. 


On tlie basis of this decision and on 


what is known of the reports of the earn 
ings of the various roads which havi 
been filed with the state for 1902 arid 
1003, the state would be entitled to re 
cover a total of $160,000. 


This litigation is a result of a specia 


message sent by Governor La Follette t 
the legislature of 1003. These penalties 
are only a small amount of what the 
governor says he is determined the rail- 
roads will be compelled to pay to the 
state. On gross earnings withheld he says 
they still owe to the state 4 per cent 
upon the total amount of gross earnings, 
ivhich will amount to some S450.000. 


After reargument of the question," 


says Judge Stevens, "the court is still 
of' the opinion that the act of the mil- 
road commissioner in indorsing his ap- 
proval on the report of the railroad is 
on immaterial act and that such appro- 
val did not prevent, the plaintiff from 
maintaining this action. It appears from 
the facts stipulated that the defendant 
knowingly and intentionally omitted a 
substantial portion of its gross earnings, 
relying on the advice of counsel. This 
advice is not an adequate defense." 


Upon the trial of the railroad cases in 


which the decision was handed down, the 
facts were stipulated by the parties; the 
railroad companies admitting that they 
had knowing-ly and intentionally omitted 
a substantial portion of their gross earn- 
in"s in their reports to the state, claim- 
ins, however, that such omissions were 
made upon advice of counsel that they 
were not properly included under 
the 


statute. The railroads also claimed their 
reports made to the railroad coimnis- 
sionar and approved by him were conclu- 
sive as to the amount of their gross earn- 
ings for that year. 


They also claimed that the license fees 


imposed by the statute were in conflict 
with the commerce clause of the federal 
constitution, if the statute authorized or 
intended that interstate earnings should 
be considered in determining the amount 
of the license fee.

If anybody 'believer 
the stories that were industriously circu- 
lated a week or fo ago to the effect that 
the control of Panama affairs was to b« 
taken from Secretary Taft and given t<j 
Secretary Root because of dissatisfaction 
over the treatment of Wallace he has 
now clear proof of his error. 


It may, indeed, be that Secretary Root 


will ultimately be given oversight over 
the Panama Canal work, but that will 
only be if it appears later on that the 
state department is to have a quiet, 
easy-going time in the near future and 
the war department is to be overbur- 
dened with Philippine and other duties.

CONOMICAL CUCUMBER SOUP. 


—Peel one larg-j cucumber, cut It 
in inch lengths and boil it In salt- v. 


ed water for three-quarters of an hour. 
Strain off.the water and pass the cur . 
cumber through a sieve. Take a pint 
of white stock made from veal bones' . 
a chicken carcass and add to this a 


lint ot milk and the cucumber puree. ' 
Put the soup in a saucepan, season It 
with pepper, salt and pounded mace, 
add a piece of butter the size of a wal- 
nut rolled in flour and stir the soup 
until it boils. 


Rich Cucumber Soup.—Pare and cut 
• 


up two cucumbers of medium size, two 
large onions and the white part of a 
( 
head of lettuce. Place the vegetables 
In a saucepan with two ounces of but- 
ter and stew gently for three-quarters' 
of an hour, stirring from time to time. 
Add a quart of strong stock, two . 
ounces of breadcrumbs, a tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley and 
pepper and

salt to taste. Simmer s™tly for two 
hours and at the last moment stir in , 
one ounce of butter rolled in flour. 


Fried Cucumbers.—lirown an ounco 


of butter in a frying pan and add to It 
some thick slices of pared cucumber. 
Whey they are fried brown add pepper, 
salt and minced onion. Cover the cu- . 
cumber with stock and allow it to stew 
gently for half an hour. Just before 
serving squeeze a few drops of lemon 
juice into the pan. 


Braised Cucumbers.—Take as many 


cucumbers as are required, peel them 
and cut into two inch lengths. Cover 
the bottom of a saucepan with a few 
slices of. fat bacon. Put in the pieces 
of cucumber, wilh a sliced carrot and 
onion, a clove, a teaspoonful of chop- 
ped parsley and half a teaspoonful ot< 
sweet herbs for each large cucumber., 
with pepper and salt to taste. Cover 
the cucumbers with other slices of fat 
bacon and till tho saucepan with suffi- 
cient stock to cover the whole. Stew- 
it gently for one hour, and serva It as- 
an entree or as an accompaniment to 
nutton or lamb. 
Stewed Cucumbers.—Pare the cu- 


ctimbors and slice them thick. Sprin- 
kle a little salt over the slices and put 
them in a colander to drain. Dip each 
piece in Hour and fry the slices In but- 
ter or dripping. To each large cucum- 
ber allow half a pint of gravy, a table- 
spoonful of claret (or vinegar), a faint 
seasoning of pepper, cloves and mac*. 
Stow the slices of cucumber for halt 
an hour in the seasoned gravy, 
before serving thicken the gravy with 
a little flour and butter.

FATAL AUTOMOBILE ACCIDEN1 


Two Younc Women Moptftlly "Wounded— 


Mpn Cprnpanlons Ksraps. 


NEW YORK, July 
17.—Two young 


women were probably fatally hurt and 
their two male companions had a remar- 
kable escape from injury today when the 
automobile of Frederick E. Marshall of 
St. Louis which had been borrowed by 
M. Marshall's chnuffeur w;is caught be- 
tween an elevated railway pillar and a 
street car at 70th street and Third ave- 
nue. The automobile was reduced-almost 
to scrap ivon. The forty horse power ma- 
chine attempted to race in front of a sur- 
face car. As tho automobile dodged be- 
tween tho elevated pillars and whirled on 
to the track it was pinched between the 
ear and a pillar. The rear half of the 
automobile, in which wore seated Miss 
Cora Michaclis and Helen Donnscliauser, 
two of the chauffeur's friends, was de- 
molished and the girls wer'c so tangled in 
the wreckage of ear and automobile that 
it took half nn hour, to extricate them. 
A male companion and 
the 
chauffeur 


were thrown out on tlie sidewalk, but 
the chauffeur was uninjured. Nearly all 
of the occupants of the street car were 
thrown to the floor and the conductor 
was so severely injured that he was tak- 
en to a hospital. 


Frederick Marshall, owner of the. ma- 


chine, was not in the city at the time of 
the accident.

until he saw the body flying through the 
air. G. K. Watson, fireman, did not 
know that anyone had been struck until 
he was told so by tho engineer.

Castles, brakeman on the freight train 
that was going north at about the same 
time the passenger was going south, said 
that he saw the girl approaching the 
track from the east as his train passed 
and that he yelled a warning to her at 
the top of his voice, but she apparently 
failed to hoar it. 


SISTER TELLS STORY.

uncle, who was not very far away from 
the place of the sad accident, but did 
nit witness it, also gave brief testimony. 
Alive Hansche, sister to Edna, who was 
killed, and who was with her at the 
time, told the story of the accident as 
best she could, but she was embarrassed 
and frightened in ..the presence of the 
people in the room and didn't tell the 
tale as clearly as she might have done 
otherwise. While she was with her sis- 
ter she did not sec her struck by the 
train. 


The jury giving the open verdict was

Connolly, Herman Pohls, Charles Gun- 
derson, H. G. Presscr and Henry Schorn, 
and the verdict was as follows:
